The Kec-oril-Union a few days since 


printed an editorial, which was copied 
by Ihc Expositor, in which the oilicers 
•were held up to public scorn as worse 
than cowards and the opinion expressed 
that unless the bandits are speedily 
caught the belief would deepen into 
conviction tiiat the officers of Tulnre 
and Fresno counties have substantial 
reasons for not catching them. 


It is untrue that the people of Fresno 


or Tulare county have any such opinion 
as that suggested by the SacrainenU 
paper, tor they know tliu ulllcers anil 
have Borne understanding of the eiuia 
tion, but it is nevertheless true that pco> 
pie are generally inclined to have verj 
decided opinions about tilings which 
they do not understand. For instance; 
many people think that it is incompati- 
ble with common sense and ordinary 
business sagacity that the railroads do 
not take greater precautions against 
train robbery; in other words that some 
little money and ingenuity is not 
ponded by these corporations in making 
train robbery ICES safe and lucrative.

made arrangements to be robbed,or that 
the company by the

absence 


of precaution was a party to the rol 
bery of itself. 


People are also inclindcd to tin; belief 


that the railroad companies of thh 
country arc guilty of wholesale 
man- 


slaughter bccAtiec they neglect to avail 
themselves of means which would pro- 
vent many of the terrible disasters which 
have been so prolific of death und suf- 
fering during the past year, lint possi- 
bly tlie people are mistaken. They are 
inexperienced in the business of rmin- 
aging railroads, and know as little about 
tho details ot their affairs as the editor- 
ial writer of the Record Union does 
about catching desperadoes in the wilds 
of the Sierra Nevada mountains, where 
every trail, rock and nook are as famil- 
iar to the outlaws as they are unfamiliar 
to those in pursuit. 


"We say it is possible that the people 


have mistaken ideas in regard to the 
management of railroads, and there is 
also a Etronc probability that some of 
the gentlemen who construct editorials 
for the newspapers hold erroneous opin- 
ions in regard to catching train robbers.

They 
evidently got away with nothing but 
their nlles and pistols, as a sack of am- 
munition and a belt lull of cartridges 
were found, besides shotgun and nflu 
ammunition. Morrell left behind hit)
